n eurotic,

Nervousn ess a 
Factor 


S tutterin g usually begin s in citiM- 
JiooU. Some shock, fear an d the Imi­ 


tation of an o th er who stutters, are 
am on g 
the 
most 
common 
causes. 
Sometim es there is n o d efin ite cause 
that can be d iscovered . 
But in all 
cases a 
n ervous 
system, 
un stable 
emotion ally an d n ervously, is asso­ 
ciated with it. 
S tutterin g is d ifficult to cure, but 
n ot n ecessarily impossible. 
If the 
p atien t’s con fid en ce an d co-operation 
can be gain ed , great ben efit will re­ 
sult. 
The loss of courage is the first 
factor to be overcome. 
To in sure 
success a stron g d esire to be cured 
m ust be d eveloped , if it d oes n ot 
alread y exist. M alad justm en t in home 
life m ust be corrected an d a strict 
ad heren ce to health 
rules In sisted 
upon . 
To elimin ate fear, to teach 
the afflicted person to speak slowly, 
to help him in the fight for con trol 
of the n ervous system, are essen tial 
to cure. 
S tam m erin g may properly be called 
the mutilation of speech. 
It Is caused 
by the in ability of the patien t to pro­ 
d uce correctly an y 
or 
all 
of 
the 
speech soun d s. 
This lack of ability 
to en un ciate properly is common ly 
d ue to some im perfection In the or­ 
g an s of speech. 
A careful ex am in a­ 
tion of the m outh an d throat will 
usually locate the site of the d efect. 
It may be in the teeth, lips or throat. 


Co rrect Defects 


All an atom ical d efects m ust be cor­ 
rected if this is possible.
